A story of hidden treasure was 


being told in official circles, Sat- 
urday, following questioning of

DUG IN HENHOUSE 


Heffner reported to the sheriffs 


office'that he had the sum of $3,- 
500 in a Columbus building and 
loan company and that he with- 
drew it with the intention of in- 
vesting it, probably hi a'farm. He 
did not feel safe with the entire 
sum of money", in the house so he 
took $1,250 of it and dug a hole 
in the henhouse .where he secreted 
the money.. 


Heffner, his wife and stepdaugh- 


ter, Thelma Brewer, 18, were pre- 
sumably the only persons who 
knew of the money .being hidden 
in the henhouse. 


Heffner charges that his step- 


daughter told other persons of the 
location of the money, that they 
went to the henhouse early this 
weekTtnd dug,up the sum. They 
extracted $250, Heffner claims, 
and put the remainder1 back in the 
hole. 
He noticed the theft and imme- 
diately called the sheriffs office. 
An investigation was begun and

With the Big Ten teams now 


in training for the season, discus- 
sion already is rife over the 
chances of the various elevens in 
winning the "championship." 
, A survey of the Big Ten "cham- 
pions" since the organization of 
the confenence in 1896 shows that 
the earlier 'titles" were awarded to 
teams who escaped defeat without 
any regard to the caliber of their 
schedules. 


In 1903, for instance, North- 


western was awarded the "title" 
along with Michigan and Minne- 
sota who played to a tie. In this 
year Northwestern won one game 
and tied two, thus having little 
claim to the "championship" ex- 
cept that it was unbeaten. 


Again in 1906 Michigan, hav- 


ing defeated Illinois, its sole con- 
ference game, laid claim to the 
"title" along with Wisconsin and 
Minnesota who had bard confer- 
ence schedules.

The Big Ten conference had its 


inception at a meeting of presi- 
dents 
of 
seven universities at 


Chicago Jan. 11, 1895.

pose of the meeting was to regu- 
late intercollegiate athletics. Orig- 
inal members, represented at the 
meeting, were Illinois, Michigan, 
Minnesota, Northwestern, Purdue 
and Wisconsin. 


Indiana and Iowa were admit-
